New Delhi, the 26 th December 1970 

S.O. 4092.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act. 1985 (10 of 1985), the Central Government hereby mokes the 
following Order, namely: — 

1 . Short title, extent and commencement.—(1) This Order may be called the 
Copper (Prohibition of Use In the Manufacture of Electrical Cables and Wlxae) 
Order, 1970. 

(2) It extends to the whole of India. 

(3) It shall come into force at once, 

2. Definitions—In this Order,— 

(a) “copper” means electrolytic copper specified in specification No. 18. 613 

of 1964; 

(b) "electrical cables and wires” means the electrical cables and wires (bat 

or Insulated) a 8 described in the Schedule annexed to the Electrical 
Cables and Wires Control Order, 1970. 

(c) "manufacturer” means any person who Is engaged in the manufacture 

of electrical cables and wire* by any process whatsoever; 

( 1981 ) 
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a. Prohibition of use of copper in manufacture of electrical cables and wires.— 

<1) No manufacturer shall use or cause to be used copper in the manufacture of 
electrical cables and wires except with the prior permission of the Central Govern¬ 
ment 

( 2 ) Nothing contained in sub-clause (1) shall apply to the use of copper— 

(i) in the manufacture of the electrical cables and wires specified in the 

Schedule annexed to this Order, subject to the conditions if any, 
specified therein; or 

(ii) in the manufacture of any electrical cables and wires for the purpose 

of export which are covered by firm orders and backed by Irrevocable 
letters of credit. 

4. Power to enter, search, seizure, etc.—(1) Any police officer, not below the 
rank of an Assistant Sub-Inspector or any other person authorised in this behalf 
by the Central Government, or within their respective jurisdictions, by a State 
Government or the Administrator of a Union territory, may with a view to securing 
compliance with this Order or to satisfying himself that the provisions of this 
Order has been complied with— 

(i) enter upon and search or authorise any person to enter upon and search, 
any premises, any vehicle or vessel In which Buch person has reason 
to believe that any of the provisions of this Order has been, la being, 
or Is about to be, contravened; 

( 11 ) seize or authorise the seizure of copper In respect of which he has reason 
to believe that any of the provisions of this Order has been, is being, 
or is about to be contravened. 

(2)' The provisions of sections 102 and 103 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
1898 (5 of 1898), relating to search and seizure shall, so far as may be, apply to 
searches and seizures under this clause.

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8.0. 4003.— In exercise ol the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order, namely:— 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.— (l) This Order may be called the 
Electrical Cables and Wires Control Order, 1970. 

(2) It extends to the whole of India. 

(3) It shall come Into force at once. 

2. Definitions.—In this Order,— 

(a) “Controller” means the officer appointed by the Central Government to 

perform the functions of Controller under this Order; 

(b) "dealer” means any person who carries on the business of buying or 

selling electrical cables and wires whether or not in conjunction with 
other business; 

(c) "electrical cables and wires” means the electrical cables and wire* (bar* 

or insulted), as described In the Schedule annexed to this Order; 

(d) "manufacturer” means any person who is engaged in the manufacture 

of electrical cables and wires by any process whatsoever; 

(e) “sale price" means the amount payable to a manufacturer or dealer a* 

consideration for the sale of electrical cables and wires Inclusive ot 
any cbarrges for cost of freight or delivery, but exclusive of any sum 
charged as tax on the electrical cables and wires as a finished product 

3. Control of sale price.—No manufacturer or dealer or other person shall sell 
or agree to sell or otherwise dispose of any electrical cable or wire manufactured 
In India for a sale price exceeding the sale price fixed in pursuance of clause 4. 

4. Fixation of sale price.—The Central Government or the Controller, having 
regard to the estimated cost of production of electrical cables or wires manufactured 
In India may, from time to time, by notification in the Official Gazette, fix the sale 
price of the electrical cables or wires so manufactured, and different sale price* 
may be fixed In respect of different types of electrical cables or wires or In respect 
of the electrical cables or wires manufactured In different areas or different 
factories. 

5. Price list to be displayed at place of business.—Every dealer shall display 
at a conspicuous part of the premises where he carries on his business in electrical 
cables or wires, a list of sale prices of the electrical cables or wires kept for sale 
by him, in such a manner as to be easily accessible for consultation by any 
customer. 

6. Manufacturer and dealer not to withhold sale—No manufacturer or dealer 
shall withhold from sale any electrical cables or wires, manufactured In India and 
ordinarily kept for sale by him. 

7. Power to give directions, call for information, etc,—The Controller may, by 
order,— 

(a) direct any manufacturer or dealer to maintain such records relating to 
the manufacture or purchase or sale of, or other transaction In. 
electrical wires and cables, as the Controller may specify In the order; 

'(b) specify the manner in which a manufacturer or dealer shall keep 
accounts of any manufacture or purchase or sale of or other transac¬ 
tion In, electrical wires and cables; 

(c) require any mamufacturer or dealer to furnish within such period or 

at such intervals, such Information, returns or reports relating to the 
manufacture or purchase or sale of. or other transaction In, electrical 
wires and cables in such form as may be specified in the order; 

(d) give directions to any manufacturer or dealer for the disposal of electri¬ 

cal cables and wires. Including sub-standard production thereof, and 
to the processing of scrap; 
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(e) Issue such other directions to any manufacturer or dealer as may be 
necessary to carry out tie purposes of this Order. 

8. Power to enter, search, seizure, etc.—( 1 ) Any police officer not below th* 
rank of an Assistant sub-inspector or any other person authorised in this behalf 
by the Central Government, or within their respective jurisdictions, by a State 
Government or the Administrator of a Union Territory, may, with a view to 
securing compliance with this Order or to satisfying himself that the provisions 
of this Order has been complied with,— 

(I) enter upon and search or authorise any person to enter upon and search, 
any premises, any vehicle or vessel in which such person has reason 
to believe that any of the provisions of this Order has been, is being 
or is about to be contravened; 

(ii) seize or authorise the seizure of any electrical cables or wires In respect 
of which he has reason to believe that any of the provisions of this 
Order has been, Is being, or Is about to be contravened.

0 . Compliance with orders and directions.— Every manufacturer or dealer to 
whom any order or direction Is issued under this Order, shall comply with such 
order or direction.
